It is the consensus of opinion among the 
Russian community in Shanghal that a non- 
‘aggression pact between the Soviets and Japan. 
would, if it eventuated, be of little importance. 
They point out that, during the course of the 
last few years, there have been a variely of 
agreements between the Japanese and” the 
Soviets concerning the demarcation of the 
frontiers of Manchoukuo. ‘These agreements, 
have been violated whenever the occasion 
‘arose, No friendship pacts prevented the battles 
‘of Changkufeng and Nomonhan, and local 
Russians do not expect a possible new ogrec- 
‘ment to be any more binding. Judging from 
Feliable reports whieh are coming from Man- 
choukuo, the Japanese army appear to have a 
very similar impression. The defences of Man- 
choukuo are being considerably strengthened, 
with numerous pill-boxes, of a new type, being 
built in “many parts of the country. 
The Kwantung Army received a severe shock 
in the batties of Changkufeng "and 
Nomonhan, which revealed certain» defects, 
in’ their Gquipment which have necessitated 
huge budget appropriations to put right. ‘The 
two baitles also revealed that the Japanese had 
seriously underestimated the effectiveness of 
their opponents! artillery and tanks, and thot a 
feat deal would have to be done before the 
Japanese army could feel sceure against repeti- 
tions of reverses, admittedly of » minor nature, 
bbut none the lees ominous. For the Soviet flag 
Is reported to be lying over Changkufeng ill, 
‘and the frontier at Nomonhan is reported by 
reliable sources to have been pushed back forty 
miles or more. No foreigners have been able 
to confirm this latter report. since they are

Mobile Education 


‘The bombing of Kunming and the threat to 
other cities in south-west China from the 
Japanese occupation of aerodromes in Inder 
China has necessitated the removal of a num= 
er of colleges and universities into districts 
still further from the danger of air raids. When 
‘the history of the Sino-Japanese host 
‘comes to be written, jt is not improbable that 
‘one of its most remarkable features will be the 
manner in which the education of China's youth 
hhas been continued by the National Govern- 
‘ment, in spite of almost superhuman difculties. 
So far ss the universities And colleges are con 
[cerned the great handicap is the movement of 
the necessary apparatus for modern scientific 
education. This type of learning therefore must 
Sulfer, but it is nevertheless carried on in the 
‘most ‘praiseworthy way. The educational au- 
thorities in. “free China” have done wonderful 
things. A fecent release by: the China Informa- 
tion Committee in Chungking tells a remarks 
able story of mobile education in. southern 
Hopel, which is subject to poriodieal Japanese 
expeditions. which disorganize the life of the 
‘countryside and cause general but temporary 
[dispersal of the population. In this area it has 
ot been unusual for schools to move. often at 
hight, twice in as many days during’ Japanese 
mopping-up operations. A system of cadre 
Schools has been inaugurated which keeps the 
staffs of the schools together, ready to move at 
very short notice, while the students disappear 
among the local population and await the time 
when it is possible for the schools to reassem 
ble. At present there are fifteen of these schools 
for teaching students in more advanced sub- 
ects, capable of earing for no fewer than 50,000 
young. people, while there are similarly or- 
Zanized primary schools to. the numberof 
E270, ‘capable of teaching 439,600 pupils. The 
batletin of the Information Committce describes 
the working of these schools as follows :— 
Each of these cadre seliools may have as 
many. a0 44000 students groured inte 2 number 
Of companice hike an army. ‘Between batties, the 
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twenty men. ‘On every man's back hans 
a card upon which has been Inseribed a Chinese 
character, Ten or more of these eards make i 
complete sentence such ax "Support the Cen 
tral Government. in. its war-tonafinish prov 
2" The peasants carrying loads of road 
Is one after the other, ave found 
{o have Iearned all the characters in a sentence 
like this in one day. and also to have thorough- 
ly absorbed its import. Another system resem- 
bles a travelling library. “Men carrying packs 
‘illed ‘with books travel from village to village, 
and in each place open their packs and allow 
the sto read what books they like. 
When the traveller has to move on, the books 
are collected and taken’ to the next village 
where the same procedire it gone through, The 
Ingenuity and enterprise shown in these and 
other forms of xeneral education. are above 
praise. ‘They testify. to the fact that China's

‘The report that Hitler has ordered Rumania 
to avoid a breach of relations with Great 
Britain, in an endeavour to avert British 
bombing of the Rumanian oilfields is interest~ 
ing, if (ruc. It might very well be correct 
for the last thing Hitler would want would 
be that the British afr fore should be used 
against the only really important source of 
oil available to Germany. Whether Rumania 
will be able to carry out those instructions 
is open to very considerable doubt, for Ger~ 
man action would appear to make the breach 
inevitable. ‘The report that the British Min- 
ister to Rumania Js preparing to leave the 
country is also probably correct, for it is 
quite clear that he cannot hope to function 
successfully with a Government which is: 
entirely under German domination, and in 
‘a country which is occupied by his nation’s: 
enemies. ‘The realities of the situation de 
mand that Rumania’s position should be fully 
recognized, that it is no longer a free and 
independent nation, but as completely a Ger- 
man possession as any ether land which Ger= 
many has annexed by the use of force. 

If a breach does come, and it seems in= 
evitable in present circumstances, Hitler will 
not have succeeded in preventing the bomb- 
ing of the Rumanian oilfields, for they, com= 
ing under the domination of the enemy, are 
purely military objectives against which 
Britain is entitled to strike. And strike she 
should. When Rumania failed to resist the 
German invasion she departed from her: 
neutrality, and Great Britain, being entitled 
to strike at her enemy wherever he may be 
found, will commit no breach of internation 
al law by taking whatever action she may 
deem necessiry to deprive Germany of the 
benefits which are expected to accrue from 
this latest development, It is imperative: 
that Germany's oil resourees in Rumania,— 
for they ave now German by reason of oc- 
cupation of the flelds—should be destroyed, 

nd for that reason a breach will be we 
comed as a preliminary to whatever action 
may be neces ‘There is little in the 
aygument that this would result in making 
Rumania another enemy, for Hitler has al- 
ready done that, a fact which must now be 
veqarded in its proper light, 

Apart from the interest Britain must have 
n these developments in the Balkans, much 
importance must attach to the Russian at- 
fitude, Up to the present M. Stalin has pre- 
served a sphinslike silence but the advent 
of the German menace on the shores of the 
Black Sea, the proposal to construct a naval 
base in Lake Tasaul and to construct sub- 
marines at Galatz, emphasizes the fact that 
ho matter what present relationships between 
the USSR. and Germany may be, the lat- 
fer is getting into a position from which 
Russian dominance of the Black Sea mx 
sooner oF later be threatened. In this con-

THREE U.S. SPEECHES 


Oct. 16. 

With but three weeks to go before the 
people of the United States go to the polls 
in the presidential election the political 
campaign has not yet swung into full fury, 
‘though it will inerease in tempo as the fateful 
day approaches. What is odd about it all is 
the fact that on the one important issue, 
namely the United States's policy vis-a-vis 
of the war, there is so great a degree of 
agreement between the two big parties that 
there is every indication that the election will 
‘be decided upon purely domestic issues. Both 
President Roosevelt and Mr. Wendell. Willkie. 
have made it quite clear in their speeches, 
‘as their parties have made it in their pro- 
grammes, that the United States will continue 
to give Britain every possible aid, short of| 
going to war, to bring about victory for the 
democracies. ' ‘There is not then any real issue. 
as to how far the United States should go in 
this respect, and the conclusion to be drawn 
is that, no matter who is successful at the 
polls on November 5, the government of the| 
United States will follow the policy with 
regard fo the war of non-belligerency, but 
not of neutrality. 

President Roosevelt in his Dayton speech, 
which has created so favourable an impres- 
sion throughout the world, left no doubt 
as to the American stand. "No combination 
Of dictator countries, of Europe and Asia 
“will stop the help we are giving to almost 
the last free people in the world beside us. 
The British are fighting to hold these dictator | 
nations at bay.” His opponent declares that 
the American people would appease no nation 
‘on earth and stood ready to give their lives| 
to protect their democratic | institutions. 
Despite the declarations of the two candi- 
dates, Col. Lindbergh, probably still a better 
aviator than a statesman, criticizing President 
Roosevelt's policy claims “We have alienated. 
the most powerful military nations of Europe 
‘and Asia, ...We find the same men who led 
us into the greatest national debt in our! 
history (elling us that we are weak and un- 
prepared and that we must spend additional 
billions, and devote more years, to the build 
ing up of our military forees.” Col. Lind- 
bergh if he means anything at all, which 
is doubtful considering the manner in which 
he disregards the patent facts of the history 
of the past few years, is apparently in favour: 
of seeking to appease the dictator nations, 
and it is, perhaps, fortunate that his public 
utterances have done so much to discredit 
him in the eyes of most thoughtful Americans. 

‘The fact of the matter is that the policy 
which President Roosevelt has followed while 
not zoing to the length of appeasement, was 
based upon a very real desire to secure the 
peace of the world. Indeed a little over a 
year ago he went to unprecedented lengths. 
to prevent the outbreak of war. He failed 
because of the apparent determination of| 
Germany and Italy to entrust their destinies 
upon the gamble of war, and from all this 
‘emerges the fact that as with Japan, in con- 
nection with which country. American 
patience has been remarkable for its long! 
suffering, it has not been President Roosevelt 
who has alienated the Powers to which Col. 
Lindbergh refers, but those selfsame Powers 
who have alienated not only the President 
Dut the sreat mass of the Amereian peopl

the struggle against Germany and Maly is 
already well enough known,—to release 
Europe from the toils which the iniquities 
of the Dictators have bound round it, to 
restore to their former freedom all those 
countries which have been subjugated either 
by fraud or force, and to ensure the safely 
of Democracy. Those are Britain's im- 
mediate aims, and, when they have been 
accomplished, it will be time enough to 
consider what further steps must be taken 
fo sccure a permanent peace. ‘The ideals 
for which Britain is fighting are high 
enough not to require further bolstering by. 
fine sounding phrases which in the ultimate 
‘outcome may never be realized, and it is no 
part of the British Government's business to 
follow the enemies’ lead by indulging in 
rattle about “New orders” and all the other 
meaningless claptrap with which the Dictator 
nations seek to bemuse the world. 

President Wilson's famous fourteen points 
should be sufficient indication of the folly 
of stating war aims during the continuance 
of hostilities. It does not matter who were 
responsible, the fact is that they were not 
carried out in their entirety, with the result 
that much of the trouble’ the world has 
encountered during the past two decades 
can be directly attributed to it, ‘Those 
fourteen points have given the Germans 
their second method of seeking to explain 
away their defeat in 1918, One is the 
famous fiction that Germany sustained a 
stab in the back, and the second that they 
were induced to surrender relying upon the 
doctrine which President Wilson preached 
in his memorable document.

Later British 
war vessels were attacked by enemy aviators 
suffering no damage nor casualties, And 
that is the story of the latest great Italian 
naval vietory,—two destroyers sunk out of 
id, a third crippled and finished off the 
next morning.” The Ajax had a few casual 
ties and sustained some damage above the 
water-line, 

Great Britain will be eminently satisfied 
s0 long as Italy continues to secure such 
striking victories. Single-handed the Ajax 
after her encounter with the three destroy- 
ers, following British tradition engaged a 
superior force of a heavy cruiser and four 
attendant vessels, and the Italians, despite 
that superiority, ‘made off after losing one 
of the ‘destroyers. ‘There cannot be the 
slightest doubt whose victory it was. ‘The 
enemy fled while the Ajax remained on the 
seene of action, and Italy lost three units of 
her fleet. Considering the dimensions of a 
major naval engagement this action in the 
Mediterranean is comparatively a _ minor 
matter, but it is indicative of the situation 
in mare nostrum that a British cruiser un- 
attended can go about her lawful occasions, 
and when the enemy does appear in sight 
engage him, Italian claims to have com= 
mand of the Mediterranean have to be re- 
garded in the light of those facts, and the 
‘only possible conclusion to be drawn is that 
the Halians not only do not have control of 
those waters, but up to the present have 
made no real attempt to secure it, 

One of the outstanding features of these 
engagements is the efficiency of the gunnery 
of the Ajax, which was responsible for 30 
quickly sealing the fate of the first two 
enemy destroyers. That the Ttalians fought 
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thei’ ships well is evidéneed by the fact 
that they in their tum scored hits. on the 
Ajax, fortunately not causing any serious 


damage but inflicting casualties which are 
described by the Admiralty as being few, 
The British Navy conducted itself with the 
Rreatest of humanity towards the erew of 
the destroyer which the York had to sink, 
ind this is particularly noticeable in view 
of what happened on a previous oecasion 
when British vessels were bombed while 
seeking to save Talian sailors. ‘The action 
by the York should prove a lesson in chix 
valry to the Italians, for while it would have

‘The recom= 
mendation is made that measures to in- 
Augurate it should be taken as soon os 
practicable, but they wisely make the 
addendum that the unparalleled _ crime 
situation, complicated by political factors. 
docs not make the present time a suitable 
fone for hastening such an experiment. 

With that there can be nothing but agree- 
ment. Reorganization for the sake of economy 
should remain in abeyance until belter times. 
‘The imperative need is that the security of 
‘the Settlement shall be better preserved than 
it apparently is at the moment,—through no 
Tault, it must be emphasized, of the police. 
Any ‘economy effected now which militates 
against the preservation of law and order is 
ho. economy at all; indeed it is an 
extvavagnnee. It needs to be remembered 
thatthe manner in which the Municipal 
Police have responded 10 all the extra 
demands which have been made upon them 
during the past three very trying years not 
only reflects the greatest possible eredit upon 
them, but demonstrates in a very striking 
manner the enormous value of the service 10 
the community. While it fs not suggested for 
fone ‘moment that extravagant recognition of 
that fact Is necessary, itis very strongly’ 
lunged that a sfood and efficient police force 
is one of the finest assets any city can pos 
sibly. possess, and any policy which would 
impair it, or prevent its full usefulness, ean 
not be anything but a wasteful one. The 
‘economy committee's interim report is, there= 
fore, to be welcomed as a completely realistic 
view of a very important problem. 


























COURTING RUSSIA 
Oct. 18. 


AIL ronds at present lead to Moscow, and 
the decisions which may be reached there in 
the course of the next few weeks may have 
ingular importance. While on the one hand 
Great Britain and the United States are 
seeking to Improve their relations with the 
Kremlin, Japan is now apparently in search 
‘of a non-agaression pact with Russia, At the 
time Japan entered the ‘Triple Alliance it 
was stated that Germany had offered her 
services for the purpose of adjusting Russo~ 
Japanese relationships, and, should she 
‘succeed in doing s0, the final stone will have 
een Iaid on what is the strangest diplomatic 
structure ereated in a very Jong time. ‘The 

wowed enmity which Hities claims to have 
Tor communism, the fear of that same. 
doctrine which has up to a very short while 
ago dominated Italian policies which led to 
the creation of the Anti-Komintern to which 
dupan adhered, will now, it is hoped by 
those three nations. be ‘transformed into 
fan uneasy amity, and the paradox created 
fof the Anti-Komintern Powers standing cap 
in hand before M. Stalin.

Which Germany has now secured to the 
Black Sea. ‘The potentialities of the German 
threat to Russin cannot now be overlooked 
by Moscow, and if the position grows worse 
from a Russian point of view, the chances of 
Germany being able to persuade Russia to 
enter 2 hon-aggression pact with Japan may 
recede. 

‘Phe craziness of the whole business ies 
in the faet that these pacts have at no time} 
been the result of any real altempt to ensure 
peace between the various parties to them, 
Dut are merely temporary expedients the 
continuity of which depends entirely upon 














the imlerests of those making them. ‘The 
Russian-German pact was purchased by 
Germany by territorial concessions from the 
division of Poland, and submission to the 
extension of Russian influence in the Baltic. 
But Germany has now little to offer, and 
in addition to that is following a policy which 
sooner or later must prove inimical to 
Russian interests. ‘Thus the entry into 
Rumania itself, not only threatens the Dard- 
anelles but provides an excellent jumping-off 
point for any assault on the Ukraine which 
Hitler has all along contemplated, and which 
clearly has not been abandoned, ‘but merely 
thrust into abeyance. 

‘The fact that every move in the Balkans 
improves Germany's. position for_whatever| 
schemes sho may have with regard 10 
southern Russia is something of which MM. 
Stalin has obviously not lost sight. Nor has 
he of the fact that the Triple Alliance in 
IMsclf constitutes an encirclement of Russia 
more complete than anything of which Hitler 
complained so bitterly a little more than a 
year back. The possibility of Russia being 
persuaded {o enter a non-aggression pact 
with Japan is one which cannot be: 
ignored, but at the very best it will be a 
most uneasy affair, which if Hitler should 
perform the unlikely feat of emerging 
vietorious from the European struggle, 
‘would speedily be thrown into the discard 
with the rest of these pacts. Hitler and 
‘Mussolini are Soviet Russia's deadliest 
enemies: both of them have repeatedly 
declared that to be the ease, and while pre~ 
sent needs may cause them to dissemble that 
net It is but a very temporary subterfuge. 




















ROADS TO CHINA 
Oct. 19 

With the opening of the Burma Road it is 
reported that the first convoy of trucks has 
mace the journey from Lashio to Kunming. 
‘This report, however, is obviously imeorreet 
because of" the distance between the two] 
places nevertheless to all intents and 
purpose the trade artery is again funetio 
ing. It is only to “be expected that 
the Japanese will at their convenienee| 
commence bombing the road, for the entry 

was obviously for the purpose 
1k aerodromes from which such 
uld be conducted. ‘The Chinese 
fon thelr side claim that they have made| 
arrangements adequately to protect the road 
‘against such bombings, and it clearly depends 
upon the efficiency of those preparations 
Whether the route will prove as. valuable 
now as it did before it was closed. Tf, as) 
it is claimed, the Japanese will find it 
necessary to fly at such heights as to make 
accurate bombing dificult, 5£ not impossible, 
it may yet be that the Japanese will be forced 
upon the adventure of marching Into Yunnan, 
capturing Kunming and thus establishing 
themselves across the Burma Road. 

On the other hand it may be possible to 
maintaln a continual infliction of damage to. 
the road itself, which in places might be: 
extremely difficult to repair, and consequent 
ly greatly reduce its value. It is doubtful 
whether aerial bombing can complotely’ 
destroy the toud, and if it did the huge 
resources of manpower which the Chinese 
possess would enable them to carry a good 
Droportion of their supplies as they have 
done over long distances from time im- 
memorial. ‘They can obviously go where a 
truck cannot, and while destruction of the 
road might reduec the speed of transport 
complete stoppage ean only by secured by. 
Japanese military action giving them domi 
tion of at Teast a scetion of the road over 
whieh traMle could not then pass. ‘The posi- 
tion scems to be that short of carrying out. 
such an operation the Japanese though they.

some ground for protest on the part of the 
Japanese. They were not bound to do so, 























however, but neither was the British Gover 
ment obliged to adhere to a decision which 
in fact amounted to a departure {rom stric 








neutrality in the Sino-Japanese struggle, and 
that distinetly in Japan's favour. "The 
original position has ‘been restored at least 
so far as the Burma Road is concerned, and 
it is for Japan to take such steps. as those 
which she apparently proposes taking to 
offset the benefit which Chungking will 
receive from the fresh availability of this 
important trade artery. ‘The same_epplies 
to the Hongkong route should it be declared 
‘open. There could be no complaint against 
Japan because of any proper action she might 
care to adopt, just as there can be no cri- 
ticism of Great Britain for reverting to that 
complete neutrality which recognizes a duty 
to both sides. 

















RIBBENTROP MISFIRES ? 
Oct. 19. 


It is to be hoped that the telegram quoting 
“Prie. Nederland,” on the subject of 
Ribbentrop's calculations with regard to the 
Far East having up to the present misfired, 
will receive publication in Japan, though 
there is some doubt whether it will’ Claim- 
ing to have especial knowledge the Neth 
Jands' Government's semi-official organ 
asserts that Ribbentrop is dismayed and 
annoyed because the situation in the Nether- 
ands East Indies has not worsened. He has 
been endeavouring to stir up the Japanese 
by alleging that the Hollanders, under British 
influence, weuld tbe forced to lease naval 
bases in the East Indies to the United States, 
‘and the impression is to be gained that the 
German Foreign Minister is doing his 
utmost to persuade Japan to yet into this 
war. That has been the aim of German 
intrigues in Japan ever since the war began, 
and the saturation of all classes in Japan 
with fifth column setivities, which is even 
more complete than mans Japanese reelize| 
hhas been directed to that end and that end 
alone. Ribbentrop’s anger is aroused by the} 
fact that the work of German agents in Japan 
hhas not yet achieved successful results, 

It is devoutly to be hoped that that state 
of affairs will continue, for Japan has noth 
ing whatever to gain by embarking upon a 
course of action which would inevitably lead 
to war, but rather has a great deal to lose, 
Apart from the failure up to the present of 
German endeavours to induce Japan to fight 
‘on the side of the Axis Powers, the stiffening 
of the attitudes of Great Britain and the 
United States viewi-vis Pacifle problems is 
undoubtedly a contributing factor, though the 
possibility. of distrust existing in Japan of] 
Ribbentrop, who has reduced perfidy to a 
fine art, may also be playing its part. What 
some sections in Japan fully realize is that 
the extremists in Japan are dealing with men. 
who betrayed them over the Anti-Komintern: 
Pact, and may be suspected, therefore, of an 
equal readiness to betray them again should 
it suit the purposes of Hitler and his accom- 
plices to do so. They may have been able 
fo persuade those at present in power in 
Jopan that Germany will emerge vietorious| 
from this war, but to the blindest it must 
be apparent that if Germany ever had any: 
such a chance the history of the past three 
months clearly shows that it is definitely: 
receding. 

That the Japanese are demonstrating a 
certain amount of restraint is evidenced in| 
a Domei message reporting that, in a com- 
muniqué issued on Thursday, the Japanese 
delegates to the conference in the Nether- 
lands East Indies expressed the hope that 
“the maintaining and promotion of friendly | 
relations between Japen and the Dutch East 
Indies will be unaffected by the tripartite] 
pact." If that means anything at all it must 
surely be that the Japanese really desire the 
promotion of mutual trade interests without 
resort {0 any step which would affect the 
status quo in that part of the world. ‘That, 
however, is not what Ribbentrop wants, He 
dearly wishes to draw Japan into this war 
in the hope that that country will be able: 
fo pull German chestnuts out of the fire of 
Hitler's making, and while extremists. in 
Japan are still desirous of going to the 
igreatest lengths, the strenuthening of the 
Position of the more responsible statesmen in 
Japan by recent developments may still 
result in Ribbentrop being thwarted. 

Clearly what the Japanese Government! 
needs fo be on its yuard against are the 
machinations of such men as the German 
Foreign Minister who may be expected to 
continue his endeavours to persuade Japan 

‘That is 
Japan is now showing, 
is so distasteful to him, for he sees in it the. 
possibility of a portion’ of his foreign yolicy 
failing, as it surely will if wiser counsels 
prevail in Japan, and the country refrains 
from embarking ‘upon a course of conduct 
which an only Jead {o an exteasion of the 
European struggle to this part of the world. 
In this connection it needs to be remembered 
that though Germany got off with a specta~ 
cular start in this war, the issue is still 
far from being decided.’ Germany has got, 
fo beat Britain before she can consolidate 
her European gains. She is a long way from 
doing that, and every day she gets further 
‘away. Hence recent admissions that after 













































all this would be a long war, admissions 
which in the cireumstances should give even 
the extremists in Japan food for the most 
serious reflection. 


THE NELSON SPIRIT 

. Oct. 21. 
He appears," wrote the man who was 
subsequently 10 become King William IV, "to 
be the merest boy of a. captain T ever 

Ieheld: and his dress was worthy of alten 

tion. He had on a full-laced uniform; his 

Yank, unpowdered hair was tied ina stift 

Hessian "tail of extraordinary Yength; ‘the 

old-fashioned Maps of his waisteoat added 10 

‘the general quaintness of the gure, and 

produced an appearance which particularly 

attracted my notice; for T had never seen 
anything like it before, nor could T imagine 
who he was or what: he came. about. My 
doubts were, however. removed when Lord 

Hood introduced me’ to him. There was, 

something irresistibly pleasing in his address 

‘when speaking on professional subjects, that 

showed he was not'n common being.” 

‘The “merest boy of a captain” was in fact 
a post captain at the age of twenty, and was 
awaiting promotion to flag rank ‘which in 
those days came with seniority, He was 
Nelson who on this day in 1805. won that 
victory at Trafalgar which finally destroyed 
Napoleon's dream of invading Great Britain, 
‘and which ultimately paved the way for his 
complete defeat years later. He was the man 
who in the five-hour battle broke the allied 
French and Spanish navies, and gave Great 
Britain more than a century's command of 
the seas. Seven years before he had fought 
the battle of the Nile dispelling Napoleon's 
ambitions for the conquest of Egypt. 

It is inferesting when studying what sort 
of man this Nelson was to go back to the 
time when at the age of about sixteen 
years, when he was returning from the 
East Indies stricken in health, a trip whieh 
he made labouring under great depression, 

‘After a long and gloomy reverie in which T 
almost wished myself overboard, a sudden 
glow of patriotism was kindled ‘within me, 
and presented my king and country as my: 
patron. My mind exulled in the idea, ‘Well 

T exclaimed, ‘I will be a hero and con- 
fiding, in Providence T will brave every dan- 

"He frequently spoke to his friends of 
the “radiant orb" which from that hour hung 
over before him and “urged him onward to 
renown.” It is well in such days as these to 
recall what manner of man was this naval 
genius, a fighter of battles belonging to the 
race of Pyrrhus and the Prince of Condé, and 
especially to remember that selfless devo- 
tion to his King and country which animated 
Nelson throughout the whole of his life, Tt 

no mere whim of an immature boy which 
sot Nelson on the road to his glorious end, 
but the realization of duty by a mind re- 
markably mature for his years, 

Tt is of little use in days such as these to 
well overmuch on past victories, when such 
important ones have to be gained in the 
future, but reference to the man who died 
in a manner so splendidly in keeping with 
his life is permissible. The story of this war 
as far as it has gone, has shown that the 
spitit which animated Nelson, still dwolls in 
the British Navy, which in its various actions 
thas shown itself imbued with the Nelson 
tvadition, In an arm of which he could not 
even have dreamt—the RAF.—the same 
glorious bravery is being demonstrated. ‘The 
‘army is not one whit behind them, and lastly 
the civilian population of Great Britain is as 
clearly proving, as it proved 195 yoars ago, 
possession of that dogged determination to 
carry on against all odds until victory is 
achieved. ‘They all ave showing that’ the 
heart of the British Empire is as sound now 
as it was then, and in these days of bitter 
struggle the manner in which the nation is 
carrying on, makes a Briton as proud of being 

itish as he was in those great days at the 
beginning of last contury. Tt all arises from 
the dovotion and loyalty of free men, firmly. 
determined that that freedom shall ‘not be 
taken away from thom, as contrasted with 
the brutish, unthinking ‘servility with whieh 
they are opposed. And so long as the Nel- 
son spirit animates the British people, so tong 

is they are prepared to do and dare ally as 
the great naval command was, to face odds 
and take risks where such are justifiable, 
there can be no fear of defeat.

‘The review of the year by « Bi 
tary commentator which was published in 
yesterday's issue is an interesting survey of 
All that has been going on, and presents ex 
planations of some of Germany's actions in 
anentirely new light. Most interesting was the 
reason he gave for the indiscriminate bomb- 
ing of Britain and particularly London. Foiled 
in thefr attempts to do damage of military ii 

portance, the Germans, he said, attacked the 
metropolis with the ‘avowed ‘intention of 
stampeding the Londoners into bringing pres~ 
sure upon the Government to sue for peace. 
‘That up to the present has succeeded as lit- 














tle as the attacks on military objectives, and 
the fact emerges that, once the Germans have 
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formed an idea, they cannot get rid of it even 
when its failure is apparent. It had always 
been the German view that the aeroplane as 
a means of spoiling the moral of people 
against whom it is sent is the war weapon 
par excellence. ‘The experience of Madrid 
during the Spanish Civil War, and the failure 
of the Japanese to force Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek {0 seck peace by the continued 
destructive bombing of Chungking still mean 
Jitile or nothing to the Germans. 

‘The fact is, as history has already shown, 
that while the aeroplane is a most important 
weapon of war, as it was used in the cam- 
paigns against’ Poland and the Allies in 
Franee, its uses are strictly limited, and 
while it ean carry death and destruction far 
beyond an enemy's borders, while it can slay 
civilian men, women and children, as a psy- 
chological instrument it fails. It does not 
Inspire fear, but rather a flere indignation 
nda determination that the struggle shall 
be continued to the bitter end—bitter for 
Germany. As the commentator points out 
every air-raid on London, as in the last war, 
sent up the recruiting returns and stiffened 
the resolution of the people as a whole. That 
Js clearly borne out in the many letters 
which have been published in these columns: 
from people in Britain giving details of their 
experiences, and stating with unanimity that 
the German uir-raids are not producing the 
effect that the enemy would like them to. 

‘There are indications in recent cables that 
Germany is bent on intensifying these raids 
still clinging to the belief that it is, possible 
to weaken British moral, giving: proof of that 
type of one track mind which cannot discard 
belief, even though it has been shown to 
bbe erroneous. At the same time it needs to 
‘be remembered that the air defence of Brit 
is not by any means passive. Not only are 
enemy formations broken up time and time 
again, but the RAF, is carrying widespread 
destruction, be it noted of military objectives, 

nto the very heart of Germany. ‘The indus- 
vial avea in the north-west of that country 
hhas been subjected to an enormous hammer- 
ing which reports from neutral countries 
state, is having a very definite effect upon 
its productive capacity. ‘There is hardly a 
part of the whole of the Reich which cannot 
now be reached, and, as the production of 
more and more machines makes it possible, 
even greater damage will be inflicted upon 
the enemy. 

‘That the commentator states, is now only 
4 question of months, Aeroplane production 
under the stimulating influence of Lord 
Beaverbrook is proceeding at a much greater 
rate than ever before and the overtaking of 
German production and the creation of a 
superior British air force—superior in num 
bers as it now is in personnel,—will be the 
forerunner of that time when the much de~ 
sived, counterattack will become a possibil- 
ily. ‘Thus there is to be found in Great 
Britain a degree of confidence, as distinet 
from complacency which neutral observers 
find so encouraging. It arises from the 
knowledge that the people can and will en 
duve all the enemy may seek to do to them, 
working patiently but energetically to create 
that superiority of war material with which 
to enter the next phase of the war—the 
struggle for victory. It would be idle to 
assume that that phase as yet has been 
reuched, but the time is approaching when

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ERMAN EXAGGERATION

IL is clear from telegrams which have come 
to hand recently that the Germans have made 
jother change in their methods of curry- 
ing on the air battle over Britain, and the 

very fact that they have abandoned thei 
former schemes is to some extent a measure 
#f their realization of failure. Mass attacks 
were first tried and found to be far 100 
expensive. Then the coast would be crossed 
in mass formation which would break up into 
smaller units to attack their objectives from 
all directions. This did enable more machines 
to penetrate the British defences, but the 
casualties which were inflicted were still 
far too large for the liking of Goering. Next 
came the use of Messerschmidt fighters, 








carrying a light eargo of bombs, performing | 


a type of hit and run raid, and now it is 
Tearned that the Germans have resorted to 
extremely high flying to keep out of range 
of the British ground defences, limiting the 
area attacked because of the ‘fying radius 
of these German planes, and maintaining 2 
high nuisance value even if the damage done 
is comparatively slight. 

‘Thus there has recently been a’ period in 
which British losses of machines have 
equalled, and in one or two cases slightly 
exceeded those of the enemy, for sub- 
stratosphere fighting presents new problems 
which will have to be solved. The manner’ 
is which earlier problems which the Germans! 
have posed have been solved is ample 
evidence justifying confidence in the ability 
of the British command to meet the new con- 
ditions. ‘That the Germans expect great 
things of their new device is apparent in 
the extravagant claims put forth in Berlin 
concerning the alleged widespread damage 
done to London. Lurid tales have been 
published for home consumption so com- 
pletely at variance with the facts that it is 
only the watertight censorship clamped down 
in Germany which makes acceptance of them 
possible even by the eredulous German 








Germans claim to have 
stated by the British Air Ministry com- 
muniqué are that damage was not heavy. 
‘and casualties not numerous. 

On the other hand the RAF. are reported 
to have.carried out the most spectacular raid 
‘on the French coast on Sunday evening drop- 
ping bombs at the rate of a hundred a minute, 
‘and causing explosions which made the earth 
‘uiver on the British side of the Channel. 
An interesting feature of the reports is the 
absence of any reference to German air 
defence of that area, and, while doubtless 
the Germans do attempt ‘to drive off the 
British attacks, at no time do they appear to 
‘have been successful, for the raids are pushed 
home with typical British determination 
doubtless causing severe damage. On that 
subject the Air Ministry is far more reticent 
than the Germans. The latter always manage 
to arrive home with detailed reports of 
destruction of which they cannot possibly 
Know the facts, and these highly coloured 
reports are cither the product of the fliers 
themselves out in search of iron crosses, or 
the fabrication of Goebbels’ department. 

It is always necessary to read these ex- 
aggerated German claims in that light. Flying 
at a height of 30,000 ft. German bombing 
cannot be anything but indiscriminate. Their 
fiers may be able to say that they dropped 
their bombs over a certain area, and that 
fires were subsequently to be seen, but at 
such a height missiles cannot be dropped 
‘accurately, nor ean any substantially true 
idea of the damage inflicted be arrived at. 
Here then is the main difference between 
British and German air propaganda. ‘The 
former sticks so closcly to facts that invari~ 
ably the communiqués of the Air Ministry 
fare largely understatements. Those of the 
Germans are wildly exaggerated, not only 
because it is the German habit to boast, but 
because the government finds it necessary to 
feed the people with great tales of success. 
Dietatorships can only live on success actual 
for fictitious, and as they have been unable 
to vaunt over any major victory since the 
collapse of France the impatience of the 
German people has to be allayed with wild 
stories of destruction inflicted upon Britain, 
which Is even causing an Italian newspaper 
to wonder how it is the British can stand up 
under it.

Rangocn, Oct. 19 

Huge stores of war materials, in- 
cluding 300,000 gatlons of petrol trom 
the United States, were concentrated 
on the Burma ‘frontier today in 
Feadiness for the reopening of the 
Burma Rond on Thursday when China 
will receive new resourees for her 
war against Japanese invasion, 

Scores of technicians have placed 
in readiness 1,000 American-made 
trucks in Rangoon and another 5,000 
trucks ‘on the frontier. They will 
begin moving along the winding 
mountain roadway the minute the 
Burma Highway is reopened. 

‘These thousands of Chinese trucks 
will defy Japanese planes based 
French Indo-China which plan to 
bomb the supply convoys as. soon ax 
they eross the Burma’ border into 
China. 

‘Supplies which will be carried by 
these trucks include plane parts, raw 
materials for the manufacture of 
armaments, and vital supplies of 
petrol.

HE establishment of the “new order in East Asia, 


Peiping, Oct. 3.

In the French Concession. 
In the course of the third quarter, 
there were fourteen murder eases in 
the Concession : four in July, ten In 
‘Auigust and none in September, Ate 
tempted murders were as follows: 
{wor in July, three in August and 
none in’ September. ‘The complete 
absenee of this erime in September 
represents the first time that the Con- 
ession police have recorded a mur- 
@er-less month. Inthe «past ten 
years, it may be said that the aver- 
age, of murders had been appro- 
ximately four per montlf, 

‘The murders mentioned in the 
above paragraph included those of 
Russian Auxiliary Detective E. Ivans 
off, the fate Sub-Insp. P. M, Yankov- 
sky and the attempted assassination 
of Deputy Commissioner P, Blanchet, 
who single-handed put six’ would-be 
assassins to Might, 

There were only 44 armed rob- 
eries during the quarter, with July 
responsible for seventeen, August for 








sixteen and September for only 
leven, Seven attempts had also 
been made during that time, ‘The 


French Police arrested 34 persons tn 
connection with these erimes and 
seized four pistols, ‘The average 
humber of armed robberies in the 
past years has been about eighteen 
per month, 

‘Thefts averaged toss than in the 
second quarter, only 71 as compared 
to 7G in April, May and June, ‘This 
number. however, was higher than 
that in the first, quarter when only. 
54 wore reported. Fourteen persons 
were arrested in connection with 
these crimes. 

Burglaries wore about 40 per cont, 
lower than in the second. quarter, 
when 103 were recorded in. three 
months. During July, August and 
September, only. Gi were reported to

“Blockade” Lifted 
On Yu Yuen Road 


‘Shanghai, Oct, 21.6

Japanese military” authorities in 
Kiwanglung provinee have returned 
nine big factories in the province 
Uormerly under the control of 
withdrawn Kuomintang officials) 10 
the new Chinese authorities, accord- 
Ing to the “Central China’ Daily 
Mews.” An agreement for returning 
the factory property occupied by 
the military to the local Chinese 
authorities was signed in Canton 
four days ago.

Our Sub-Commit- 
tee has visited the Municipal Gaol, 
the Police Armoury and Quartermas- 
ter’s Store, the Police vehicle repair 
uarage and the Amoy Road site to 
which it Is proposed to tramfer the 
Russian Detachment, and has. also 
seen a demonstration of the work 
of the Reserve Unit. We are ine 
debled 10. the Commissioner of 
Police for very full reports explain= 
ing to us the present organization of 
the Foree and how that organization 
came into being. We are alo grate- 
ful to the Special Deputy Commis. 
sloner, Mr. Akagi, who has attended 
several meetings of our Sub-Commit- 
toe and has furnished us with valu 
able reports relating 10 Section Tt 
Of the Forelgn Branch. 

‘We would frst emphasise that 
present abnormal conditions, especl- 
ally’ eonditions in the Western Dis 
trict and in that part of the Settle.

Council Increase H.C.L, 


Allowances 
Shanghai, Oct. 17. 
The Shanghai Municipal 


Councit has decided that the 
‘Temporary High Cost of Living 
Allowance of 65 per cent. of 
monthly pay exclusive of 
‘assessed allowances, with a 
‘minimum allowance of $16 per 
mensem, which came into effect 
from May 1, 1940, be increased 
to 85 per cent. with a minimum 
allowance of $20 per mensem 
with offect from October 1, 
1940, The estimated cost of the 
inerease in a full year is ap~ 
proximately two million dollars. 
‘The basic price on which Rice 
Allowance to the Chinese Staff 
is computed will be raised from 
$42 per pieul to $47 per picul 
effective from the same date. 





‘Office, which have been amalgamated 
with the Secretariat, the number of 
stall serving under Lotter of Appoint- 
‘ment has been reduced from 29 in 
1936 to 21 in 1940. We are satisfied, 
that the staff of the Seeretariat could 
not be further reduced without loss 
of efficiency. ‘The work has, in fact, 
increased during the period in which 
staff has been reduced. 

‘We noted that the number of Class 
“A” appointments in the Secretariat 
is large in proportion to the number 
of the staff. This we consider to be

The present 
Chief of Section was appointed in 1933 
with a view primarily to handling the 
then ‘acutely. controversial question, 
of factory inspection. Due to the 
foreeful personality of the Chief of 
Section, the scope and value of the 
Section has steadily increased and it 
Js concerned now not only with mea- 
sures to secure health and safety in 
factories but also with the production 
of social statistics, mediation in i 
dustrial disputes, and the protection 
Jof children who for one reason or an- 
‘other are brought to the notice of 
Section by the Municipal Police.

Shanghai Geneial Hospital at the age 
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Refugee Problem 
Still Acute 


‘Shanghai, Oct. 21. 

There ore still 16,000 Chinese war 
refugees in forcign areas in Shanghal 
who will have tc depend on philan- 
thropy for an indefinite period and 
so will continue to tax the public. 
‘This is the gist of an importan’ an- 
nouncement made by the Shanghat 
Refugee Relief Society headed by Mr. 
Yu Ya-ching urging publie-spirited 
people in the city to continue con- 
tributing money towards the refugee 
fund. 

It will be recalled that during the 
hot summer months there was a 
movement for sending away those 
able-bodied male refugees who can 
make a living themselves, ‘Travelling 
expenses and small amounts of sub- 
sistenee money were paid to them. 
‘As a result of the movement, the 
umber of Chinese refugees here was 
Areatly reduced. 

"The announcement reveals, however, 
that there are stil) 16,000. refugees 
to be eared for and among them 
three fourths will have to be totally 
dependent on contributions from the 
public, ‘These people are divided into 
four classes," namely, the aged, 
women, orphans and refugee children. 
They are housed in four separate 
camps, 

Burden Increased 

‘The Federation of Philanthropic 
Bodies, a Chinese organization in 
‘Yunnan Road, and the society will 
have to take ‘care of them a3 long 
as they live in Shanghai, because 
otherwise they will face starvation, 
‘The announcement clears away a 
misunderstanding that all Chinese 
refugees here have been sent away. 

‘On the contrary, It is polnetd out 
the publie will have to support these 
remaining helpless refugees for 9 
Jong period of time and the burden 
of philanthropic bodies has been 
Increased. It is stated that for the 
vefugee rice alone the Society will 


have to pay sums of money four 
Himes as big as before,

More Information Wanted 


To the Eaitor of the 
“Nowmt-Cuusa Dany Nuws" 
Sm—t have just been reading that 
Dioscorides, a Roman surgeon in the 
reign of Nero employed the mandrake 
plant for deadening pain in opera- 
tions on account of its narcotic’ pro- 
erties, This plant was slated to have 
played a part in carly English and 
German’ folklore, and” according’ to 
popular superstition gave a shriek 
of agony when it was uprooted. In 
‘order to avoid the danger of hearing 
the shriek, which was supposed to 
‘cause maciness, the mandrake was 
usually drawn from the ground by 
a dog attached to the plant by a 
cord. An old woodcut in the book 
shows 2 mandrake being gathered in 
this manner, and also a man blowing 
a horn nearby to drown out the 

Shriek. 

‘The book states that the mandrake 
referred to is the European plant, not 
the May apple, or mandrake of 
‘America, 

T should be indeed grateful if any 
amateur botanist among your readers 
would give me further” informatio 
in regard to this plant, and whether 
it ig to be found in China.

‘The result justified his sacrifice: this 
translation of Menclus will remain a 
Mterary achievement, thovih "The 
Sayings of Confucius” seems to be 
ihe more popular of his works, But 
he best piece o€ writing he did, is 
‘my opinion, the translation’ of 
‘Yang Chi,” printed inthe 1099 
September issue of the “Tien Hsia 
Aonthly.” ‘This was his last published 
work. Before that, he had also 
written book on ‘China, in which 
he gave a straightforward account 
of the China he had known, We did 
hot hide or whitewash our faults or 
Shorl-comings; he only gave also the 
Feasons and cireumstances that had 
contributed 10 their existence. The 
render Is told not only the truth, but 
the whole truth of what the author 
knew about the country and its 
people. Tt is not an all-compreher 
Nive book, but it is full of under 
standing. "AIT his writings were a 
labour of love. He wanted to do 
something in veturn for the country 
fo which he had come to work but 
which he had learned to love, 

Like Sir Robert Hart, Me, Lyall, 
in ‘doing his share of work’ in the 
Ubullding up of the Chinese Maritime 
Customs, always remembered that he 
was n servant of the Chinese Govern- 
ment and that China's Interest must 
come above foreign obligations.

HE German Luftwaffe unleased its most violent air assault of 
the European War against the British Isles last night, bombing

Observers agreed that the German moonlight attack on London 
was the most spectacular of the war, Buildings throughout the 
city were rocked by scores of exploding bombs which were feared 
to have inflicted heavy casualties and extensive damage.

With the assistance of aircraft of 
the Fleet Air Arm, the damaged 
enemy destroyer was Yoeated at dawn 
in tow of another Talian destroyer 
which had gallantly come to her 
assistance, On arrival of the Ajax, 
the towing destroyer slipped the tow 
‘and made’ off at fast speed towards 
Sicily under cover of a smoke-screen. 
Wt was then ascertained that the 
damaged destroyer was the 1,620-ton 
‘Artaglicre of the latest class of large 
Holian destroyers, 


Sunk by Gunfire 


HAMS, York soon came on the 
scene, and the crew of the Artaglicre 
fat once bean to abandon ship. The 
British forces allowed half an hour 
for the abandoning of ship and then 
sank the destroyer by gunfire.

REASONS FOR CONFIDENCE

We are rightly warned against undue 
optimism. Yet we have every reason for 
confidence. Both our. Navy and our 


‘merchant fleet 
were at the bei 


re vastly stronger than they 
ning of the war, without 
ing the neutral shipping that has come 
to us from Denmark, Holland, Norway and 
Belgium, or the 50 destroyers from America. 
Our army now amounts to 8,000,009 men, 
ineluding the Home Guard, but not counting 
the large army in the Middle East, ‘Their 
defence scheme and equipment is not yet 
perfect as it will be in a few months. But 
an account given by one writer of manceuvres: 
round Edinburgh to practise operations. 
against a supposed force of parachute troops 
shows how well we are already prepared 
against that sort of surprise. ‘The most 
notiecable feature was the skill with which 
the defences hid themselves and the manner 
in which armed men sprang out from con- 
cealment here, there and everywhere. 

As for the Air Force; are they not the 
admiration of the world? There certainly 
seems no doubt that our designers were right 
when they armed our fighters with cight! 
machine-guns firing from the wings, while 
the Germans relied on one or two cannon. 
‘The long devotion to practice in night flying 
is also fully justified. And superior as the 
Spitfires and Hurricanes have shown them= 
selves at every turn, it is confidently stated 
in aeronautical eiveles that the new models 
now being produced on the lessons of the 
war will render today’s machines completely 
obsolete, while still more powerful bombers 
with greatly increased range of action are 
also under construction. 

Some interesting observations have been 
quoted from medical officers who have 
examined hundreds of German air prisoners 
now in this country. ‘The majority, it is 
stated, are obvious products of a propaganda. 
machine whieh for seven years has drummed 
it into German youth that the British are 
bitterly anti-German, entirely ruthless and 
will show thom no merey. ‘They regard the 
offer of a dink as an attempt to poison them. 
White bread and real butter they look on 
8 a bribe to yet them to give away military, 
secrets. Kind treatment and the dressing of 
their wounds evidently bewilders them. 
There are of course exceptions. But the 
majority remain sullen and suspicious for 
weeks after capture, convinced that the 
English live only to vent thelr hatred on 
them.
